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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 95-102 are pending in the instant Office action. Claims 1-94 have been 
canceled and claims 95-102 have been added as requested in the paper filed 15 
February 2002. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 95-102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The claims are drawn to polypeptides having at least 90%, 95%, or 97% 
sequence identity with a particular disclosed sequence. The claims do not require that 
the polypeptide possess any particular biological activity, nor any particular conserved 
structure, or other disclosed distinguishing feature. Thus, the claims are drawn to a 
genus of polypeptides that is defined only by sequence identity. 

To provide adequate written description and evidence of possession of a claimed 
genus, the specification must provide sufficient distinguishing identifying characteristics 
of the genus. The factors to be considered include disclosure of complete or partial 
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structure, physical and/or chemical properties, functional characteristics, 
structure/function correlation, methods of making the claimed product, or any 
combination thereof. In this case, the only factor present in the claim is a partial 
structure in the form of a recitation of percent identity. There is not even identification of 
any particular portion of the structure that must be conserved. Accordingly, in the 
absence of sufficient recitation of distinguishing identifying characteristics, the 
specification does not provide adequate written description of the claimed genus. 

Vas-Cath In. v. Mahurkar, 19 USPQ2d 1111, clearly states "applicant must 
convey with reasonable clarity to those skilled in the art that, as of the filing date sought, 
he or she was in possession of the invention. The invention is, for the purposes of the 
'written description' inquiry, whatever is now claimed. 11 (See page 1117.) The 
specification does not "clearly allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that 
[he or she] invented what is claimed." (see Vas-Cath at page 1116). As discussed 
above, the skilled artisan cannot envision the detailed chemical structure of the 
encompassed genus of polypeptides, and therefore, conception is not achieved until 
reduction to practice has occurred, regardless of the complexity or simplicity of the 
method of isolation. Adequate written description requires more than a mere statement 
that it is part of the invention and reference to a potential method of isolating it. The 
compound itself is required. See Fiers v. Revel, 25 USPQ2d 1601 at 1606 (CAFC 
1993) and Amgen Inc. v. Chugai Pharmaceutical Co. Ltd., 18 USPQ2d 1016. 

One cannot describe what one has not conceived. See Fiddes v. Baird, 30 
USPQ2d 1481 at 1483. In Fiddes, claims directed to mammalian FGF's were found to 
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be unpatentable due to a lack of written description for that broad class. The 
specification provided only the bovine sequence. 

Therefore, only isolated polypeptides comprising the amino acid sequence set 
forth in SEQ ID NO:2, but not the full breadth of the claims meets the written description 
provision of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. Applicant is reminded that Vas-Cath 
makes clear that the written description provision of 35 U.S.C. §112 is severable from 
its enablement provision (see page 1115). 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 95-102 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claims 83-86 of U. S. Patent No. 6,077,692 since the claims, if allowed, 
would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
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common subject matter, as follows: an isolated polypeptide comprising the amino acid 
sequence Ala (63) - Ser (208) of SEQ ID NO:2, and compositions thereof. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

Claims 95-102 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
double patenting over claims 189-200 of copending Application No. 09/345,373. This is 
a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet been 
patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the referenced 
copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that copending 
application since the referenced copending application and the instant application are 
claiming common subject matter, as follows: an isolated polypeptide comprising amino 
acids 69-208 of SEQ ID NO:2. It is noted that the specific polypeptides of 63-208 and 
69-208 of SEQ ID NO:2 were restricted in one of the parent applications. However, the 
instant claims in both of the applications encompass percent identity language, 
therefore, the scope of the claims overlap and encompass identical and obvious 
embodiments, namely, the specific peptides recited above. Therefore, the claims of the 
two applications are claiming common subject matter and a provisional double patenting 
rejection is proper.
